Revival in the Navy. 


The Philadelphia North American publishes the 
following account of a revival on board the U. 8. 
frigate Congress. The intelligence is communica- 
ted by an officer of the Congress. 

“We have had for two or three months past an 
increased attention in our ship to the subject of re- 
ligion. It began in the Bible class of Mr. Colton, 
our chaplain, but spread beyond that number among 
the crew. As the interest deepened, Mr. Colton 
established a prayer meeting, which has been held 
three times a week in the state-room, an ample and 
convenient apartment for that purpose. Here you 
will find at these meetings some sixty sailors on 
their knees at prayer ; some thirty of them, it is 
believed, haye experienced religion ; the rest are 
inquirers, and come to be prayed for. Among the 
subjects of the work are some of the most efficient 
seamen mm our ship, but who have hitherto led a 
thoughtless life. 

“They get up in these meetings, confess their 
errors, and ask the prayers of others. Those who 
have given evidence of having experienced a 
change of heart are called upon to pray. Their 
prayers have no finished sentences, but they are 
full of heart and soul. When they speak in their 
exhortations, it is with great directness and force.

She struck a rock at the 
west end of Fisher’s Island, stern first, about a quar- 
ter past 4, Friday morning, swung around, and 
soon broke in pieces. Those on the bow of the 
boat were supposed to be all lost, while those who 
were near the stern were mostly spared alive, and 
with great hazard left the wreck early in the morn- 
ing. The packet sloop Leeds from this place with 
a great number of men, went very early over to 
Great Harbor, and assisted others in recovering 24 
dead bodies that had already come on shore; they 
were put on board of a steamboat and conveyed 
with the survivors to New London. O how many 
hearts are wrung with anguish by this calamity ! 
May the afflicted enjoy the consolations of the gos- 
pel. There are doubtless many affecting particu- 
lars in this mysterious calamity which will be told 
by those more immediately conversant with the 
whole scene. But there is a God who “holds the 
winds 1n his fist,” “who giveth not account of any 
of his matters,” yet through Jesus has said, “What 
I do thou knowest not now, but thou shalt know 
hereafter.”

Increase OF Romanism in Enoianp.—lIt is sta- 
ted in an English paper that fifty years since there 
were but thirty Romish chapels in Great Britain.— 
Now there are six hundred and two public chapels, 
besides many private ones ; ten colleges ; thirty- 
four convents ; six monasteries and seven hundred 
and seventy-six missionary priests. What has 
caused this rapid increase in the face of an estab- 
lished church? If Romanism should continue to 
increase in the same ratio forthe next fifty years, 
the Anglican Church is gone.

Whatever may be the 
method of Schoenbein’s preparation, since 
the letter of Professor Otto, the composi- 
tion of cotton. powder is no longer a secret 
toany one. But later experiments demon- 
strate that even cotton is by no means an 
essential ingredient in the explosive sub- 
stance destined to replace gunpowder. At 
a recent session of the French Academy 
of Sciences, M. Pelouxe, a learned chein- 
ist who has devoted. much time to the com- 
position of detonating substances, showed 
that nearly all vegetable productions pos- 
sessed the same properties with cotton in 
this respect. A German doctor finding cot- 
ton too dear, discovered a less expensive 
substitute for it in wood shavings and saw- 
dust, which, prepared in the same manner 
with the cotton, acquired the same explo- 
sive properties, and became applicable to all 
the uses of common gun-powder. It has 
been demonstrated by numerous experi- 
ments, that the method of rendering explo- 
sive the proposed substance, is to soak it in 
highly concentrated nitric acid, or in a mix- 
ture of nitric and sulphuric acid, in equal 
quantities. Prof. Ouo has addressed to 
the Academy numerous receipts for the pre- 
paration of explosive substances, 

M. Pelouze prepared a fulmivating paper. 
From a sheet souked twenty minutes in ni- 
tric acid, and then washed and dried, he put 
a piece weighing 2,3 English grains into a 
pistol, from which he therewith sent a ball 
through a plank at the distance of twenty- 
seven yards, and the ball struck the wall be-
